During the past 
12 months, these measures 
have included the -continuous 
operation of water sprays on 
briquette stacks, the paving 
of working areas with concrete 
and the grassing of new areas. 
Earlier, more than 3000 trees, 
some of which are now 30 feet 
high. were planted along street 
boundaries, At present the 
Commission is experimenting 


with the stacking of briqu-|° 


ettes. All briquettes along 
the northern boundary have 
been removed and the nearest 
stack, which, it is hoped, will 
serve as a wind break, is some 
250 feet from, and parallel to. 
Mason Street; new grasses 
are being established in the 
intervening area,

On April 15 there will be 
an appeal for Aborigines, for 
those lovely old folk of Aus. 
tralia, There will be button. 
sellers in every shopping 
centre of Altona, 

Tt is a pity our harassing 
life does not give us enough 
time to take more interest in 
the conditions of missions and 
the still existing tribes. Their 
culture and customs are very 
colourful and fascinating and 
not a few people have been at- 
tracted by their charm, where- 
ever contact has been made 
with them. 

If the Aborigines had pos- 
sessed a written language or 
spoken only one instead of 
many, I think our coming 
would have been less tragic 
than it was. This was the 
reason the first white people 
could not understand many 
of the things they saw, and 
quickly believed that the Abor- 
igines were a people without 
imagination or beliefs. Some 
one stated once: ‘Tell me 
legends from a group of 
people, and I will tell you 
who they are.” The legends of 
Aborigines show us how much 
they were haunted by magic 
and superstition, how much of 
their life had’ to be spent in 
arduous food hunting; that in 
different tribes we find diff- 
erent sacred rites and sacred 


phrases for many of their 
legends. We should find a 
way of the future which 


should be a way of mutual un- 
derstanding and respect, 

It is good to know that the 
State and Federal Govern- 
ments are moving towards en- 
suring for the Aborigines of 
all States, the Northern Terri- 
tery and Torres Islanders 
adequate education. training 
and employment at full award 
rates and conditions, 

It is now up to us to add 
our efforts by way of this ap- 
peal in a christian manner, 
and I address myself ta you, 
to support a cause in the 
name of brotherhood in our 
country.
